Wheat cutting is well advanced in 
I the southern part of the province, 
general in the central area and has 
commenced in the northern districts 
including Peace River. 

In the south-eastern, area the qual¬ 
ity of grain is high but the yield is 
light. Farther west crops on sum- 
merfallow are giving returns of,from 
thirty to thirty-five bushels per acre. 
On all spring prepared land the 
yields will not * be large. Irrigated 
areas report all crops slightly above 
average. 

. In the central eastern part of the 
province all grains have suffered se¬ 
verely from wind and drought. Crops 
are short and in many instances rip¬ 
ening is uneven. Late rains have 
caused excellent growth on fields re¬ 
seeded to outs " and barley and there 
will b-- a fair supply of feed. There 
have been several rather severe hail 
storms in this area which have caus¬ 
ed heavy losses. 

_ In the western and northern areas 
prospects are satisfactory in quality 
and yield. The recent dry period in 
the Peace River district has slightly 
reduced the yield of oats and barley. 
Wheat has not suffered. 

Rains have been-general over most 
-of- the province in the past few days 
and pastures are much improved. 
Sugar beets and potatoes are mailing 
excellent progress.

In freely opening the forest* and 
beauty spots of Canada to the people 
the National Parks Association and 
Forestry Dept, carry a heavy burden. 
They make these precious possessions 
the playground of the public, and at 
the same time they must safeguard 
the forests against the carelessness 
of the visitors. In the 'National 
Parks, every conceivable aid is given 
to prevent the occurrence of fire. 
Huge posters issue practical warn¬ 
ings. Punctuating every few miles 
of travel are auto camps completely 
equipped with facilities for cooking, 
in order to eliminate any necessity 
for the wayside camp fire. 

But outside the parks in the great 
forest stretches, difficulties are multi¬ 
plied. Much must be left to the good 
judgment of the camper, and all too 
often through selfishness and want of 
thought he neglects to take care of 
what is after all, his own possession. 

Fire hazards increase in dry wea¬ 
ther, that is to say, conditions which 
would be fairly safe in an ordinary 
season become extremely hazardous 
in a protracted dry season. 

Data has been compiled showing 
how long it takes forest areas to dry 
out to a dangerous state of inflam¬ 
mability and the influences of wind 
temperature, humidity, sunshine and 
evaporation. 

It has been found that if the top 
half inch of pine needles on a forest 
floor contains more than 23 per cent, 
moisture, fire hazard is low. But as 
it dries the danger increases. At 16 
per cent, a dropped match would in¬ 
variably start a fire. If drier still, 
any heat equal to a match, a spark 
or cigarette butt would start li.'e 
which could spread so rapidly as to 
be practically uncontrollable. 

The forest guardians govern them¬ 
selves by this data. If a spell of dry 
weather makes hazard moderate or 
high, special efforts must be made to 
protect the forests against the care¬ 
less human element, and in periods of 
extreme hazard it is only wisdom to 
close the forests. In such times the I

PRECAUTIONS 


The outbreak of infantile paralysis 
in Calgary and the isolated cases 
which have -cropped up ' at other 
points, rouses the apprehension of 
everyone within -measurable distance. 

Vulcan people would be well 
advised to exercise a measure of re¬ 
striction on youthful gatherings. Cal¬ 
gary is trying to prevent the congre¬ 
gation of children in any large 
groups. This is more or less a pre¬ 
cautionary measure, to offset any 
possibility of an epidemic. 

It would do no harm for 
parents to use somewhat similar 
precautionary measures. A little re¬ 
striction in the wanderings of the 
children, may avert much later re-' 
gret. 

It is not healthy either for parents 
or children to walk in constant ap¬ 
prehension. But at the present sea¬ 
son, when infantile paralysis is to a 
certain degree existent in the prov¬ 
ince, children can be safeguarded and 
can be restricted to their own part of 
town without working any hardship 
on anyone. 

There is no need to exaggerate the 
dread of the spread of infatnile par¬ 
alysis. Both adults and children 
hold it in fear. The only thing to do 
is to exercise common sense in the 
contacts which children are making 
daily, and there is little danger that 
it will gain any serious hold.

THE BROAD HIGHWAY 


In this age when everyone is a 
tourist or a prospective tourist, a 
maximum of interest centres on high¬ 
ways, and that province is most for¬ 
tunate which is adequately equipped 
with well-advertised, all-weather 
roads. 

Alberta is richly endowed by na¬ 
ture for scenic tours, and if all its 
main roadways were linked with out¬ 
side roads and were smooth, surfaced 
a steady stream of tourist money 
would be scattered over the country. 

This summer has seen a most ac¬ 
tive highway program being conduct¬ 
ed. To the east of the province the 
highway system is linking up with 
Saskatchewan to provide a well grav¬ 
elled trail. Continuing westward the 
mountain roads extending into B. C. 
are excellent. Constant improve¬ 
ments are being proceeded with con¬ 
necting up the Red Trail through the 
Crows’ Nest with southern Alberta 
beauty spots, and the exit from 
Coutts brings the traveller in touch 
with the Lincoln and Roosevelt high¬ 
ways in United States. Traffic al¬ 
ready pours in from the south 
through Coutts. 

Simultaneously, the road from Ed¬ 
monton to Jasper is receiving atten¬ 
tion and promises shortly to be an 
all-gravelled highway. The contem¬ 
plated mountain road connecting Jas¬ 
per Park and Banff National Park 
■will constitute a scenic circle on a 
grand scale. 

If the same effort as has been no¬ 
ticeable this summer is continued ov¬ 
er two or three years, the influx of 
sight-seers from other points will be 
very much greater.

Sow Thistle Danger 


Sportsmen in Saskatchewan have 
been alarmed of late years over the 
numbers of paralyzed ducks that they 
have found along the borders of alka¬ 
line ulkets. During the months of 
July and August, great numbers arc 
seen. 

One man collected ten pintail, two 
mallards and one spoonbill, all suffer¬ 
ing from this strange malady, appar¬ 
ently afflicting birds on alkaline wa¬ 
ter. He took them to Itegina for 
fresh water treatment, tagged each 
with an aluminum band when it re¬ 
vived, and released them on Lake 
Wascona on August 1 last year. La¬ 
ter one of the mallards was shot 
down near the city, and on November 
1, throe of the pintails were shot at 
Kansas, another in Texas and anoth¬ 
er in California. So apparently their 
recovery was complete after being 
transferred to fresh water—until 
man overtook them. It is a problem 
which Saskatchewan is worried o\*er.

Guy Weadbck and Alex. Fleming Re¬ 
ceive Great I’ublicity at Denver for 
1931 Stampede 

Probably the biggest birthday par¬ 
ty ever given for one man in all west¬ 
ern history will be staged in Calgary 
Canada, July 6, 1931. 

The story of this party for Pat 
Bums, famous Canadian cattle king, 
was told to Frederick G. Honfll.s, pub¬ 
lisher of The Denver Post, Monday 
by Guy Weadick, organizer of the 
celebrated Calgary Stampede and 
manager of the show since it started 
in 1912. 

“We’re here,” Weadick said, “to 
boost the Stampede and invite old- 
time ' Colorado cattlemen to attend 
the big party. We’re asking Gov. 
‘Billy’ Adams, of course. Every cow¬ 
man more than 60 years old from the 
Mexican border north is expected to 
be there. —■ — 

“We’ll have a single birthday cake 
big enough to serve 50,000 guests 
with a generous slice apiece.” 

Guy Weadick is a showman and 
former Coloradian, and an old friend 
of Mr- Bonfils. He called at the of¬ 
fice of The Post Monday, accompan¬ 
ied by his brother, Thomas Weadick, 
mayor of Parco, Wyo., and Alex. 
Fleming, -veteran Alberta rancher 
and pioneer member of the North 
West Mounted Police. 

“Can’t tell you the story of the Cal 
gary Stampede without telling about 
Pat Burns,” Weadick said. “We’re 
opening the «hqw on Burns’ seventy- 
fifth birthday, and it’ll be some par¬ 
ty! He’s one of Canada’s wealthiest 
and best loved men. He and three 
others put up the first $100,000 to 
start the Stampede rolling back in 
1912.” 

Guy Weadick is modest, but he’s 
quite a Canadian celebrity himself. 
He owns the T. S. ranch at Longview, 
Alberta, adjoining the E.P. ranch of 
the Prince of Wales. He and the 
Prince are friends and neighbors. 
The Weadick ranch also joins the Bar 
U ranch of Pat Burns—a much more 
hospitable place than the name im¬ 
plies. 

“We all pull for your Wyoming 
Frontier Days show at Cheyenne,” 
Weadick said. “That goes for the 
Monte Vista, Colo., Stampede, too.” 

Weadick and Fleming drove down 
from Calgary together. The roads 
save for about fifty miles, are hard 
surfaced and good going, they say. 
It’s a three-day trip by easy stages 
from Denver to Calgary. 

The Calgary show was discontinued 
(luring the war, but was re-organized 
in 1922 and played to 97,000 persons 
that year. Each year, says Weadick, 
attendance increased by 20,000 till 
1929, the peak year so far, when 258- 
000 persona-saw the show. The 1930 
attendance was 202,000 persons—a re 
markable showing, considering the 
effect of the stock market slump, 
Weadick declares.

The greut Portage 
plains of Manitoba once recognized 
as the finest wheat lands in the world 
is today over-run with sow thistle and 
lies unproductive. He tells us that 
while travelling through Manitoba he 
saw machines at work, cutting down 
'sow - thistle that was fully seven feet 
high.

War Veterans’ Allowance Act Be¬ 
comes Effective September 1st 


Art Wakelyn, the provincial secre¬ 
tary of the Canadian Legion, B.E.S. 
L. in Alberta, through the courtesy 
of this paper, announces the btSTISflts 
of the War Veterans’ Allowance Act 
which becomes effective on the 1st of 
September, 1930. 

Subject to the provisions of the 
above Act, allowances are payable to 
veterans of the Great War (1914-21) 
who saw service in an actual theatre 
oF war. Men who saw service in 
Canada or England only are not elig¬ 
ible unless they are pensioned or 
have received final payment for a dis¬ 
ability of 5 per cent, or more in lieu 
thereof. 

The applicant must have attained 
the age of sixty years or be perma¬ 
nently unemployable by reason of 
physical and, or, mental disability. 
The Act contains reservations as to 
income, restricts the amount payable 
to $20.00 per month to a single man 
or $40.00 a month to a married man, 
and requires one year’s residence in 
Canada immediately prior to applica¬ 
tion. ^. 

In Alberta the men should apply 
to the Department of Pensions- and 
National Health, either at Calgary

AID IN EDUCATION 

Art Wakelyn, the provincial secre¬ 
tary of the Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L. 
in Alberta, has asked this office to be 
kind enough to publish the terms of 
the Alberta Provincial Act passed 
this year under which application 
might he made for assistance to the 
children of ex-soldiers who require 
aid in obtaining further training in 
life as follows: 

(1) The educational facilities 
which the board may authorize shall 
be: 

(a) Academic courses up to ob¬ 
taining the standing required for en¬ 
trance into the University of Alber¬ 
ta, or for a second class teacher’s di¬ 
ploma. 

(b) Technical, agricultural and 
commercial courses in those Insti¬ 
tutes which are covered by the In¬ 
spectorate of the Departments of Ed¬ 
ucation and Agriculture. 

(c) Nursing, Domestic Science 

and kindred subjects covered by the 
Inspectorate of the Department of 
Health. . 

(2) The hoard is only empowered 

to grant assistance to children who 
have attained Grade 8 standing or 
higher. ..
